Rule That Never Fails 
Every governor of a state containing one or 
more Westinghouse plants, every may or of a 
city containing a plant, e ve ry sheriff of a county 
containing a plant, has been put on the spot by 
strik e violence or the threat of violence since 
the International Union of Electrical Work ers 
began its strik e last Oct. 17. 
The original strik e was joined on .Oct. 26 by 
some 9,000 members of the United Electrical 
Work ers on Oct. 2 6. Theoretically , this made 
the strik e absolute. 
Since then it has ben plainer each day that 
union absolutism in the case of the Westing- 
bouse -trik e is back firing. Many wirk ers have 
rebelled. The Westinghouse Corp. has not been 
intimidated. 
Officials of state and local government who 
have been put on the spot by the tactics of 
absolute unionism have not been scared into 
hiding. Gov. Lauscbe of Ohio voiced a ty pical 
reaction when he said the state would intervene 
to maintain law and order. 
This fits into the new pattern of federal policy 
on industrial disputes—that they must be dealt 
with JocaHy , with the federal government act­ 
ing only as a mediator when it services have 
been requested. 
The Eistnbower administration has not play ed 
the third-party role in labor disputes play ed by 
the Truman and Roosevelt administrations. It 
has not subscribed to the theory that unionf 
are private organizations with absolute pow­ 
ers over individuals. 
There is one rule about absolute power that 
never fails. In unions as in government, ab­ 
solute power ultimately leads to absolute cor* 
ruption of power. And that, in turn, leads to 
the downfall of absolutism, a lesson it seems 
doubtful unionist leaders are capable of learn­ 
ing in time to sidestep a public reaction that 
will rival the anti-monopoly campaign which 
clipped the wings of another k ind of absolutism 
half a century ago 


Remo v ing The Sticking Po int 
If the proposed Brick er amendment to the 
Constitution is submitted again in this session 
of Congress in the newest of its revised forms, 
it should win approval with no trouble. 
In it newest revision, the stick ing point has 
been removed. This alway s has been the claimed 
necessity of clearing treaties and agreements 
with Congress and perhaps even with state legis­ 
latures before they would have effect 
Although this was a lawy ers’ quibble, no one 
had any doubt what it would do to the ex ecu­ 
tive power to mak e treaties and agreements. 
It would mak e the legislative branch co-equal 
with the ex ecutive branch in a function belong­ 
ing solely to the ex ecutive branch. 
That is where the issue was joined and that 
is where the Brick er proposal was narrowly de­ 
feated — narrowly because many Americans 
wanted it to be settled once and for all that 
the treaty -mak ing power never could be mis­ 
used to change internal law. Many Americans 
still want that to be made clear, although they 
do not want to revise the balance of federal 
power to do it. 
In its revised form, the Brick er proposal 
reads lik e this: 
“No treaty or other international agreement 
shall of itself be law within the United States, 
nor shall it enlarge the power of the Congress 
to enact law.” 
That would do what needs to be done without 
upsetting the balance of federal power. 


The Pyramids Were Faster 
Dr. John D. Porterfield, Ohio’s director of 
mental hy giene and correction, has put his 
finger on two points of special interest in the 
the new building program authorized by voters 
last November. 
Referring to the 75 million dollars earmark ed 
for his department. Dr. Porterfield declares 
there are so many things that need to be done 
that a large part of the total could be spent 
on furnishing toilet facilities in buildings al­ 
ready in ex istence. 
But that would not be a wise ex penditure of 
public funds. Ohioans are entitled to an over­ 
all improvement in facilities, and he intends 
to do every thing in his power to use the 75 
million for new construction where it will do 
the mos* good. 
That, in turn, brings up another difficulty . 
With so much to be done and so little to do it 
with, polities must 
be suspended. Writing in 
’The Ohio Citizen,” Dr. Potterfield say s that 
In the face of needs that had reached a total 
of 140 million dollars before the new building 
program was authorized, "the funds available 
must be ex pended in the most carefully planned 
way and there is literally no room fo r po litical 
considerations, 
presture gro ups seeking mo re 
than 
an equitable share fo r their interests, 
or any of the o ther facto rs so o ften attributed 
to such a capital investment.” 


Yielding To Blackmail

Little Protest Raised To Red Tactics 


Two of the most flagrant cases 
of jRern&tiooal black mail are go 
log almost unnotict din the court 
of public opinon.

T h e 
first 
case is t h e 
ultimatum 
of 
the Red China government deliv­ 
ered recently at Geneva that un­ 
less the secretary of state of the 
United States agrees to meet per­ 
sonally with the head of the gang­ 
ster regime of China, the several 
Americans held prisoner in Red 
China will not be released. 
The second is the refusal of the 
Moscow government to release 
100.000 German citizens tak en pris 
oner more than ten y ears ago in 
Work ! War II. The initial step in 
the black mail came when the So­ 
viet government last summer de­ 
manded that the West German gov­ 
ernment receive an ambassador 
from Moscow and then the pris­ 
oners could be released. 


CHANCELLOR Adenauer agreed 
reluctantly to this deal and now 
has received the Soviet ambassa­ 
dor at Bonn but only 10,000 out of 
the 100.000 prisoners have been 
returned to Germany . Th e rest are 
to be held as hostages by the So­ 
viet for future bargaining pur­ 
poses just as the Red Chinese de­ 
liberately 
imprisoned 
American 
citizens to use them ae pawns in in­ 
ternational barter. 
Yet admission of the Red China 
regime is favored by many per­ 
sona 
in 
America 
and 
abroad 
who claim the United Nations must 
inevitably accept the Peiping gov­ 
ernment. Even Edgar Faure, pre­ 
mier of France, said the other day 
that the recognition of Red China 
had to come about if the world wa6 
to be “realistic.” 
This is the line of argument 
used by those who lega listicaly 
contend that the Communist gov­ 
ernment controls most all of the 
territory of China and that it isn’t 
the business of the U.N. under in­ 
ternational law to inquire into the 
k ind of government — free of slave 
—which a country may have with­ 
in its borders. 


THE CHARTER of the U.N, on 
the other hand, forbids member­ 
ship to aggressor governments. In­ 
deed the legalism argument runs 
up against a stone wall the mo­ 
ment all the “realistic” facts are 
set forth honestly . 
The United Nations is at war 
with 
Red China. 
Although 
an 
armistice was signed at Panrmm- 
jam, no treaty of peace has ever 
been consummated. In fact, the 
armistice terms have been re­ 
peatedly violated. The pertinent 
facts are: 
1. The United Nations maintains 
a war command in Korea today . 
All the legal circumstances of a 
state of war still ex ist. 
2, The United Nations by reso­ 
lution has denounced Red China as 


an aggressor but nevertheless the 
Red China government » till main­ 
tain* it* armies in North Korea 
where the aggression occurred, 
3. The United Nations has pro­ 
posed that the unii.cation of Ko­ 
rea be achieved under the super­ 
vision of a commission of U N. 
members but the Red Chinese 
have refused to agree to negotiate 
on this proposal and the state of 
war goes on. 
» *• 
HOW CAN RED CHINA be ad­ 
mitted into the seme organization 
with which her government Is in a 
state of war unless the U.N. 
is without honor or courage? This 
Is the realism that America sees. 
While President Eisenhower and 
Secretary Dulks have urged that 
force be renounced as a means of 
unify ing either Germany or Korea 
the fact remans that, in the ab­ 
sence o f military force, only moral 
force — an appeal to the morality 
and conscience of the free work ! 
and to the people $ behind the Iron 
Curtain — can be ex erted. 
Sy ngman Rhee cries out against 
the presence o f Red China armies 
in Ko rea just as Chancellor Aden­ 
auer inv eighs against the Moscow 
go v ernment fo r continuing to k eep 
her armies in East Germany . The 
rest of the world’s statesmen are 
no t say ing any thing on this moral 
issue — the blackmail tactics o f 
the Communist*. 
Two weeks ago Sen. Knowland 
called o n all presidential can­ 
didates to declare themselves as to 
what 
they will recommend that 
this co untry should do if Red Chi­ 
na is v o ted into the United Nations 
at the meeting o f the General As­ 
sembly to be held just after the 
1956 presidential election in the 
United States. 
fw 
BOTH PARTJIES in Ocftgrew 
hav e by reso lutio n declared them­ 
selv es almost unanimously against 
admissio n o f Red China into the 
U N. It is not a partisan issue. 
This much seems certain — the 
day the U.N. v o tes Red China in­ 
to the U.N. there will be started 
the biggest wav e o f pro test against 
entangling alliances with other na­ 
tio ns that has been noted in Ameri­ 
ca since the 1920’s, when Ameri­ 
can entry into the League of Na­ 
tio ns was o ppo sed so v ehemently . 
Recalling the futility o f the sacri­ 
fice o f American blo o d — m o r e 
than 14 0.000 casualties — it will be 
asked:“ Of what use will it be to 
send tro o ps to Euro pe o r Asia here­ 
after if the net result is a sell-o ut 
o n mo ral principle« by o ur allies? ” 


IF THE EUROPEANS who fav o r 
Red China want its go v ernment 
seated in the. U.N.L they will hav e 
to weigh that decisio n against the 
co mplete lo ss o f co nfidence by the 
American peo ple thereafter in the 
U.N. To fo rsake America in fav o r 
o f Red China will no t benefit Eu­ 
ro pe m the lo ng run. 
Fbr then the biggest blackmail o f 
the centruy — enfo rced entry into 
the U.N. by means o f a sho o t ng 
war — will hav e been successfully 
perpetrated by the Red China go v ­ 
ernment, aided and abetted by the 
So v iet go v ernment, 
which has pub­ 
licly admitted that it furnished the 
arms and ammunitio n fo r the war 
against the UJNT.

Accidents Worry Congressmen

Can the federal government do 
any thing to help cirt down the 
growing number of deaths and in* 
juries caused by automobile ac­ 
cidents? 
At least one member o f Con­ 
gress think s so. 
Rep. Kenneth 
Roberts is drafting a resolution 
calling for a national study of traf­ 
fic accidents to see if the Congress 
could 
tak e steps to curb the 
mounting death toll. 
The Alabamian is not going to 
prejudge this problem, but he is 
wondering if some safety equip­ 
ment standards might be a par­ 
tial answer. 
"Safety 
equipment 
standards 
have play ed a part in cutting 
down 
on 
accidents 
in 
motor 
truck s, on railroads, and in air 
transportation.” 
Roberts 
said. 
“Something along tins line for 
automobiles 
might 
have 
9ome 
good results, too.” 
* 
As a member * of the House 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committe, Roberts has followed 
the operations of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in promot­ 
ing safety equipment standards 
for 
commercial 
carriers 
using 
railroads and motor truck s. 
“Some 
outomobile 
manufac­ 
turers are offering safety belt 
equipment on their cars,” said 
the Alabamian. “And that's a step 
in the right direction. But there 
is still too much stress on fast 
starts and not enough stress on 
fast stops.” 
“I’m not an enginer. but I have 
a feeling th. t some of our car* 
are being built without a proper 
balance between horsepower and 
brak e-power. It may be that some 
of toe cars are getting bigger and 
faster and heavier and, 
&i the 
same time, harder to 
sto p .” 
Roberts said that some authori­ 
ties on highway safety report that 
a principal cuaee of motor acci­ 
dents is high speed, or speed that 
gets out of control. 
“Some have suggested 
that gov­ 
ernors ought to be put on care,” 
Roberts continued. “That’s a de- 
W08 to r « tawing mm to a m o aw 


fix ed max imum speed. But, this 
ty pe of limit on power might, it­ 
self, contribute to accidents. 
“ It is entirely possible that en­ 
gineering ex perts, perhaps scient­ 
ists in toe Bureau of Standards, 
can work out a sensible ratio be­ 
tween horsepower and brak es. If 
so, it ought to be a standard re­ 
quirement in automobile manufac­ 
turing.” 
Roberts hope<s to nave his reso­ 
lution ready to introduce in the 
rex t week or so. It lik ely will be 
referred to his own interstate and 
F or e i g n Commerce Committee 
far action.

FRANCE IS ACTUALLY gov­ 
erned by a permanent bureaucra­ 
cy which continues no matter 
which political group is in power 
and which from day to day really 
mak es pobcy . The Nataonla Assem­ 
bly is a conglomeration of elected 
representatives who are split up 
among 18 political parties which 
are, in themselves, small and un­ 
representative. 
To the French concept, small­ 
ness is true democracy and the 
deals safeguard the people, even 
if the deals consist of corruption 
and the virtual sale of Cabinet po­ 
sitions. The quarrels between Man- 
dez-France and Faure are strictly 
personal and represent a conflict 
of private ambitions. 
The realistic evil in the French 
sy ^em is proportional representa­ 
tion which is a device to give mi­ 
nority parties a place in the gov­ 
ernment. 


WHILE THE SYSTEM of pro­ 
portional 
representation 
is 
de­ 
signed to produce more democracy 
than a rigid two-party sy stem, in 
actual practice, it lessens respon- 
sibiltv, 
destroy s 
efficiency 
and 
produces political helplessness. 
This is the twenty -second French 
government since 1945. In that 
same period, the United States ha* 
had two changes 
o f administra­ 
tion: one, when Harry Truman

succeeded Frank lin D. Roosevelt 
who died; the other when Eisen­ 
hower succeeded Truman, who did 
not run, in a constitutionally fix ed 
election. 
Russia has had two shifts of the 
center of power in a continuous 
admx nistraton: one, when Stalin 
died and was succeeded by the 
triumvirate of Malonk ov, Beria 
and Molotov; the other, when the 
Khrushchev * Bulganin combina­ 
tion took first place. 
GREAT BRITAIN has had three 
changes: one, when the labor par­ 
ty , under Attlee, defeated the Con­ 
servatives, under the leadership of 
Winston Churchill; 
two, 
w he n 
Churchill returned to power; three, 
when Anthony 
Eden succeeded 
Churchill who resigned for old 
age. Both Attee and Churchill con­ 
tinue as members of Parliament. 
France’s weak ness is an inabil­ 
ity for any responsible party or in­ 
dividual to remain in power for a 
sufficient period to permit a policy 
to be completed. This give* the 
permanent non-elective bureaucra­ 
cy too much authority ; it lessens 
the importance of the elected offi­ 
cials.

to establish himself as a dictator. 
He failed and eventually com­ 
mitted suicide m ex ile. The term, 
“Man o n Horseback ,” was first 
used to describe Boulanger. 
During World War n and imme­ 
diately after, it was anticipated 
that Geo. Charles de Gaulle would 
play a role similar to Boulanger's, 
but whale de Gauk gained grat 
popularity in France, he put coun­ 
try above self. 
DE GAULLE .MIGHT have de­ 
veloped a dictatorial government, 
but he vacillated. Also, he was 
opposed by both Roosevelt and Sta­ 
k e, for different reasons, and they 
empoy ed 
their 
great 
strength 
against him. This may prove his­ 
torically to be an ex ample of fore­ 
sight on the part of Stalin 
Mendes - France can never be­ 
come a Boulanger or a de Gaulle 
because of his origin and hi* per­ 
sonality , but the shopk eeper, Pou- 
jade, might because he represent* 
a mas* revolt against political 
ab­ 
surdity and unpopular tax es. 
The theory that American dollars 
might help to save France is un­ 
tenable. The best way to defeat 
the demagog!sin of Poujade is to 
withhold American dollaurs unto 
France win* respect for stebhty . 
If France i* offered money by 
Russia and tak es it, we k now 
with what k ind of lady we are 
dealing.
